After  arriving 
minutes  later,  it  was  discovered 
that  a  false  alarm  had  ben  pulled  on 
the  sixteenth  floor  and  that  no 
emergency  existed.  After  realizing 
that  the  alarm  was  just  a 
“HARMLESS"  prank,  the 
angered  firemen  then  returned  to

GOVERNANCE 


As  decided  by  the  Cooperation  Committee  three  weeks  ago,  an  equal 
Governance  Council  was  to  be  set  up  with  representatives  from  the  1DC 
and  1FSC,  and  Senate.  Chairman  of  the  Cooperation  Committee,  Mike 
Asselin  went  to  both  organizations  representing  the  committee,  offered 
them  the  chance  to  join  the  movement  by  obtaining  positions  each  on  the 
Council.  This  would  be  in  return  for  their  help  and  support. 

Apparently,  this  issue  concerning  the  LD.C.  and  I.F.S.C.  had  not 
clearly  passed  through  the  committee,  question  arose  and  the  offer  had  to 
he  ta*en  back.  Mike  finally  went  back  to  the  two  organizations  and 
withdrew  the  offer. 

The  question  here  is  not  one  of  pros  and  cons  on  equal  representation  or 
who  should  be  represented.  Rather,  it  is  a  question  of  authority  and  the 
taking  of  responsibility  into  one's  own  hands.  Assuming  that  opinion  is 
agreed  upon  on  an  issue  can  complicate  an  issue  and  change  decision  as 
was  the  case  here. 

At  last  Wednesday  night's  Student  Senate  meeting,  the  cnaira nan 
included  in  his  announcement  to  the  Senate: 

“For  letting  m>  personal  tee'.ngs  enter  on  a  political  -Jgerr.enL  I  wish 
to  apologise  to  the  I  DC  and  1FSC  I:  has  been  questioned  w  nether  I  had 
the  authority  ...  I  felt  I  did  have  the  authority  .  .  . 

...  it  is  very  important  in  my  opinion,  to  present  the  administration 
with  a  stong  student  hoc  siring  :or  equal  representation.  I  do  not  feel 
that  the  Senate  can  continue  this  equal  governance  alone.  A  unified 
student  front  can  not  be  achieved  without  giving  the  I  DC  and  IFSC  an 
equal  voice  and  respresentation  in  the  movement  .  .  .“ 

The  method  in  which  the  Committee  handled  their  change  in  decision 
was  commendable.  A  complete  reversal  of  decision  was  made,  back  to 
their  original  proposal.  Certainly,  the  assumption  of  responsibility  and 
authority  is  a  warning  that  issues  of  such  decision  should  never  he  taken 
on  by  one  person  in  the  name  of  a  whole  organization,  especially  when 
there  is  not  uniformity  of  consent.  When  the  credibility  of  se\eral  is 
concerned,  the  taking  o:  autbe-rin  must  be  a  closely  guarded  concern  of 
all  those  imoKed.

But,  half  an  hour  later, 
when  the  line  dwindles  down  and  its  your  turn  to  gas  up,  you  are  told  — 
“You’re  not  a  regular  customer.”  That,  you  mind.  In  other  parts  of  the  city 
it's  the  same  thing.  Oh,  there  are  cute  little  tricks  such  as  requiring 
“stickers”  or  “contracts”,  but  the  result  is  the  same.  No  Gas. 

Dorm  residents  don't,  normally,  use  their  cars  as  often  as  commuter 
students  or  anyone  else  in  the  city  who  must  commute  to  work.  Thus,  their

Returning  ::  r>  ..ere  greeted  more  with  a  sense  of  relief  than  elation  — 
and  firm  resolve  to  prevent  anything  like  it  in  the  future. 

In  i9~3.  too.  the  wave  of  unrest  and  protest  by  young  Americans  in 
colieges  and  universities  largely  faded  with  the  war's  end.  They  made  it 
clear  that  this  protest  was  more  over  the  war  than  the  entire  American 
system. 

Then  there  is  the  matter  of  still-rising  inflation.  What  can  be  said  about 
this  at  year’s  end? 

Well,  bad  as  it  is.  L.S.  inflation  is  no  match  for  that  of  other  major 
industrial  nations.  Also  much  ::  America's. inflation  stems  from  rising 
food  prices  brought  c:  by  tc  great  an  exporting  of  our  agricultural 
production.  Actual  ;.,  this  sa>>  more  about  the  country's  agricultural 
strength  than  weaknes>  in  our  total  economy. 

During  this  year  Americans  have  also  seen  the  L.S.  dollar  plunge  to 
new  depths. 

But  they  and  the  rest  of  the  w  orld  came  to  realize  that  if  there  w  ere  not  a 
healthy  American  dollar  the  w  orld  would  have  to  in\entone.  And  it  did  — 
with  a  rea.  snc  devaluation  of  the  dollar. 

Later  in  1973,  the  American  public  was  “surprised”  by  the  announce¬ 
ment  of  a  highly-predictable  and  often  predicted  energy  “crisis.” 

But  looking  beyond  the  crisis  was  the  national  determination  to  achieve 
self-sufficiency  by  1980.  And  along  with  the  shock  came  appreciation  of 
the  fact  that  this  country  is  85  per  cent  self-sufficient  in  its  energy  needs, 
while  some  industrial  nations  are  not  self-sufficient  at  all. 

L  ?  m ng  back  on  all  of  this  Americans  can  be  grateful  for  the  ability  of 
m  em  to  surv ive  and  even  thrive  in  &  way  that  is  still  the  wonder  of 

the  world. 

In  one  year  :he  c  untry  has  survived  the  >msms  of  Watergate,  war, 
inflation,  attac.*.'  -  the  dollar  and  a  shortage  of  energy. 

Looking  ahead  ■:  >  urttr  nkable  that  this  court ry  will  not  over  come  the 
continuing  problem^  :  c_ergv.  inflation  and  the  fears  of  recession. 

And,  while  the  court  ry  :^ced  many  te>ts  of  >trength  in  1973,  it  can  be 
said  that  despite  the  spa>m>  mat  have  '  :.vec  the  country,  the  idea  of 
America  remains  strongly  alive.

Institute  Council  Discusses  Calender

The  institute  council  resumed  it’s  meeting  schedule 
today,  with  a  number  of  proposals  and  amendments 
before  the  Council  for  consideration.  Here  are  a  few 
highlights. 

President  Olsen  opened  the  meeting  with  some 
rather  baffling  remarks  about  the  merger  bill  recently 
passed.  It  seems  however  that  there  was  a  motion 
introduced  by  Secretary  Cronin  to  bring  the  newly 
formed  University  of  Lowell  and  Southeastern  Mass 
University  and  the  University  of  Mass  all  under  one 
heading. 

Ralph  Coppola  Student  Representative  to  the 
council  has  resigned.  However.  Mr  Charles  Kiezulas 
was  nominated  and  seated  by  the  Council  as  his 
successor. 

In  light  of  the  merger,  a  committee  to  study  and 
propose  a  new  calendar  for  the  University  of  Lowell. 
Some  debate  arose  as  to  the  commencement  date 
(according  to  the  proposed  calendar  for  ~4-75.  LTI 


seniors  would  graduate  on  June  8).  Debate  on  the 
proposed  calendar  was  tabled  at  this  time. 

The  council  voted  and  accepted  the  Commonwealth 
Transfer  Compact:  simply  stating  that  Lowell  Tech 
does  recognize  transfers  from  Junior  Colleges  and  that 
equal  credit  hours  will  be  accepted,  pending  the 
approval  of  the  Dean  of  that  specific  college. 

The  last  motion  of  the  day  was  to  act  an  addition  to 
faculty.  Handbook,  regarding  faculty  advisors  for 
student  organization.  Part  of  the  motion  which  read, 
“no  student  organization  will  be  required  to  have  an 
Advisor.",  by  a  close  vote  was  amended  to  read, 
“Every  student  organization  will  be  required  to 
an  advisor."  The  great  question  here  is  how  responsi¬ 
ble  would  the  advisor  be  for  a  student  organization  s 
actions. 

The  motion  in  it's  essence  would  reduce  the  respon¬ 
sibility  of  the  advisor  and  the  brunt  of  the  responsibili- 
tv  would  lie  on  the  shoulders  of  *. mature  adult 
student.

The  commuting  student  of  LTI  faces  a  dilemma.  He  has  many 
important  problems,  but  no  one  to  tell  themto.  For  this  reason  it  is  time  to 
form  a  unified  elected  body  to  represent  the  commuting  student.  This 
body  would  be  similar  to  an  Interdormitory  Council  whose  objective 
would  be  to  alleviate  the  problems  of  the  commuting  student. 

The  commuter,  who  is  in  the  majority  at  Lowell  Tech,  presently  has  no 
formal  representation  (the  dorm  residents  have  the  Interdormatory 
council,  fraternaties  and  sororites  have  the  IFSC).  w'ith  the  exception  of 
the  Student  Senate.  The  Senate  is  supposed  to  represent  the  w  hole  student 
body  but  approx.  5  out  of  35  are  commuters.  W  ith  the  coming  of  the 
merger  (LSC  is  primarily  commuters)  the  commuting  student  will  be  the 
“silent  majority"  unless  some  type  of  representative  council  is  formed 
soon.  Most  universities  and  colleges  have  a  commuter  council  of  some 
sort  to  try  to  heal  the  problems  of  the  commuter. 

One  of  the  main  problems  which  w  e  face  here  ( 1  am  also  a  c  -  muter)  is 
the  parking  “rat  race".  The  lot  behind  the  gy  rr.  >  a  disgrace  anc  Should  be 
condemned.

The  council  could  invev.zate  why 
the  bar  in  the  SUB  is  only  open  at  night  and  not  for  the  commuter 

The  commuters  forum  as  proposed  would  be  composed  of  twelve 
commuting  students  elected  at  large  from  the  commuter  population  V 
commuting  student  is  one  who  does  not  live  in  the  dormatory,  a  fraternity . 
or  sorority.  From  these  twelv  e.  they  would  choose  amoung  themselv  es  a 
president,  vice-president,  and  secretary-treasurer  who  would  be  the 
presiding  officers.  This  Wednesday  night  the  senate  will  vote  on  the 
constitution  of  the  commuters  forum.  The  meeting  is  open  and  I  hope  that 
all  commuters  will  attend  and  see  the  Senate  in  action.

Of  particular  interest  to  students  are  O'Connor's  views  on  the 
relationship  between  Student  Bod>  and  Faculty,  and  the  proper 
representation  ot  each  on  the  Institute  Council.  Unfortunately,  Gerry 
chose  not  to  make  his  positions  in  this  area  clear.  His  answers  to  questions 
on  these  matters  were  \ague  and  somewhat  confusing. 

On  other  occasions,  however.  Dr.  O'Connor  has  been  more  frank.  In 
the  course  of  negotiations  with  the  students  participating  on  the  Ad  Hoc 
Governance  Committee  of  the  Institute  Council,  he  has  stated  his  belief 
that  the  Faculty  should  retain  a  majority  of  the  seats  on  that  Council. 

Lnder  the  set-up  O’Connor  favors  (15-”-”  breakdown  of  representa¬ 
tion)  such  privileges  as  students  do  possess  are  retained  only  on  the 
sufferance  of  the  Faculty. 

The  Faculty  giveth:  and  —  on  occasion  —  the  Faculty  taketh  away. 
Witness  the  now-infamous  Shapiro  motions  of  last  semester.  Those 
motions,  passed  by  the  Institute  Council,  led  to  the  establishment  of  a  set 
of  regulations  governing  concerts,  the  effect  of  which  has  been  to  make  it 
extremely  difficult  for  the  Social  Committee  of  the  Senate  to  break  even, 
let  alone  make  money,  on  any  major  event. 

Those  regulations  are  still  in  force;  and  you  don’t  have  to  be  an 
Economics  major  to  realize  that  they  will  almost  certainly  lead  to  a  decline 
in  both  the  quality  and  the  quantity  of  concerts  presented  here. 

O’Connor  might,  of  course,  argue  that  students  could  have  equal  or 
even  majority  representation  on  Institute  Council  committees  dealing 
primarily  with  student  matters.  The  recommendations  of  such  com¬ 
mittees  must  still,  however,  be  approved  by  the  Council  as  a  whole. 
Furthermore,  the  existence  of  student  dominated  committees  does  not 
guarantee  that  motions  affecting  students  will  be  sent  to  those  com¬ 
mittees.  The  Shapiro  motions  were  passed  without  being  referred  to  am 
committee. 

Unfortunately,  the  only  real  safeguard  against  such  hasty  and  ill- 
advised  actions  is  an  equal  student  voice  on  the  Institute  Council.  It  would 
be  nice  if  we  could  rely  on  the  good  will  of  the  Faculty  representatives,  but 
experience  shows  that  we  cannot.

The  Rolling  Stones  have  been  cutting  new  material  in  Munich, 
Germany,  for  their  next  album. 

Five  tracks  for  the  new  L.P.  have  been  recorded  —  and  one  side  will 
consist  of  entirely  new’  songs  while  the  other  will  feature  past  hits  of  the 
Stones'. 

Keyboard  artist  Billy  Preston  sat  in  on  most  of  the  recording  sessions. 

The  group  spent  1 0  days  in  South  Germany,  waxing  the  tunes,  although 
there  is  no  release  date  scheduled  yet,  according  to  London  Records. 

Other  Stones’  material  is  being  released  this  month,  however.  The 
group  just  put  out  a  single  called  “Doo  Doo  Doo  Doo  Doo”  off  their 
recent  “Goat’s  Head  Soup"  album.  And  Stones’  bassist  Bill  Wyman  is 
finishing  up  his  first  solo  album  ever,  on  a  new  label  called  Rolling  Stones 
Records. 

Motown  Records  has  scheduled  an  ambitious  series  of  films,  broadway 
shows  and  a  television  special  to  be  produced  during  1974.  Diana  Ross. 
Michael  Jackson,  Marvin  Gave  and  Billy  Dee  Williams  will  star  in  several 
of  the  films. 

Motown's  first  film  success  was  “Lady  Sings  the  Blues’’,  starring  Diana 
Ross  as  Billie  H  liday  Billy  Dee  Williams  won  widespread  acclaim  for  his 
role  in  the  same  movie. 

Ms  Ross  will  star  in  Motown’s  biggest  planned  production.

FIRST  OPPORTUNITY 


The  new  Federal  Drug  Enforce¬ 
ment  Agency  (the  D.E.A. .  has 
come  up  with  a  method  to  give  its 
agents  the  power  to  search  and 
seize  private  property  without  ob¬ 
taining  court  warrants  ahead  of 
time. 

The  D.E.  A.,  a  super  drug  agency 

created  six  months  ago  by  the 

Nixon  administration,  has  quietly 
assigned  a  number  of  its  field 
agents  to  the  U.S.  Customs 
Department.  A  special  act  of 
Congress  permits  only  customs 
personnel  to  open  and  search 
packages  without  warrants;  the 
procedure  is*  widely  practiced  at 
most  border  crossings  and  points 
of  entry  into  the  United  States. 

The  D.E. A.,  however,  is  plan¬ 
ning  to  interpret  this  search  and 
seizure  power  on  a  much  broader 
scale.  According  to  an  agency 
spokesman.  D.E.A.  agents  —  us¬ 
ing  their  new'  semi-official  customs 
status  —  will  be  restricted  in  their 
searches  only  by  w  hat  is  known  as 
(quote)  “first  opportunity." 

“First  opportunity",  explains  the 
agency,  means  that  field  agents 
throughout  the  U.S.  will  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  search  packages, 
warehouses,  and  even  private 
residences  within  the  U.S.  if  agents 
.  believe  it  is  their  “first  opportuni¬ 
ty"  to  seize  countraband  that  might 
have  been  smuggled  into  the  coun¬ 
try. 

The  policy,  as  interpreted  by  the 
D.E.A.,  means  that  agents, 
without  warrants,  could  even  for¬ 
cibly  enter  a  person's  home  and 
search  for  a  stash  of  marijuana  —  if 
the  agents  believe  the  pot  might 
have  been  smuggled  from  Mexico 
or  another  foreign  country. 

The  D.E.A.  originally  intended  • 
to  ask  Congress  for  specific  ap¬ 
proval  for  this  controversial 


power.  However,  it  changed  its 
mind  and  reassigned  a  number  of 
agents  instead  to  customs  because 
of  congressional  reaction  to 


Watergate.  The  agency  says  it 
hopes  to  get  congressional  ap¬ 
proval  at  a  later  date  —  ZODIAC

Z AS>  The  “Equal  Rights  Amendment”  —  the  proposed  constitutional 
a m  end  meat  whick  prohibits  sex  discrimination  —  is  running  into  trouble. 

It  has  been  nearly  two  yean  since  the  measure  was  approved  by 
Congress  and  then  sent  to  the  ■rimrfinl  states  for  their  endorsement,  but 
it  is  still  far  from  adopt  n 

Common  Cause,  one  of  the  gronps supporting  the  drive  to  adopt  the 
amendment,  admits  that  the  measure  will  not  qualify  during  1974. 
According  to  Common  Cause,  a  total  of  30  states  have  ratified  the 
Amendment  out  of  the  38  needed  for  adoption;  but  only  foui  more  states, 
at  most,  are  expected  to  ratify  the  measure  this  year. 

Backers  ;  :  the  Amendment  originally  expected  to  bring  about  adoption 
of  the  measure  r>  the  end  of  1973.  However,  strong  opposition  to  the

present  housing  facilities  are 
limited;  basically  they  are  include 
long  corridors  with  2-person 
rooms  on  either  side.  At  present 
there  are  no  styles  of  on-campus 
apartment^  or  modular  housing. 
The  trenc  today  is  away  from  the 
dorm-style  LT1  residents  live  in. 
The  long  range  plan  of  town-house 
buildings  in  the  of  the  annexes 
are  more  up-to-date  with  modern 
trends. 

A  major  concern  to  inter¬ 
national  students  is  that  of  housing 
dorm  students  during  the  semester 
breaks.

-  30  beds  in  an  area  to  be  left 
vacated  ail  year  except  during 
vacation.  Another  problems  arises, 
however,  since  counselors  can't  be 
expected  to  take  duty  during 
vacations. 

Regarding  foreign  students,  he 
sees  it  more  beneficial  if  foreign 
students  live  in  a  large  building 
rather  than  an  annex  because  the> 
receive  more  exposure  to  other 
students.  At  the  same  time 
Americans  benefit  from  the  ex¬ 
perience  of  residing  with  foreign 
students.

Recently.  Mr.  William  Kelly, 
director  of  housing  received  many 
requests  from  campus  residents  to 
live  off  campus  because  of  the 
problem  of  semester  break  and  also 
because  ot  the  excessive  noise 
Therefore.  the  following 
memorandum  is  to  be  considered 
by  all  resident  students: 
PROPOSAL;  QlIET  HOURS 
DORM 

The  regulations  for  resic. 
hall  life  at  L.T.l.  are  an  affirmative 
statement  that  each  student  has  the 
right  to  choose  his  or  her  own 
lifestyle  within  the  framework  of 
local,  state,  and  federal  law,  of 
course.  This  is  as  it  should  be. 

Inherently,  residence  hall  life: 
i.e..  a  group  liv  ing  situation,  places 
together  individuals  from  various 
cultural,  ethnic,  socio-economic, 
etc.  backgrounds,  needs,  and 
lifestyles.  Educationally  speaking, 
this  can  be  very  beneficial  and 
prove  to  enhance  the  total 


educational  outlook  of  the 
residents.  However,  if  the  lifesi . 
of  any  members  adversely  afiecr 
the  academic  endeavors  :  any 
student,  that  student  should  ai>c 
have  the  freedom  tc  .  —  >e  an 
environment  more  suitable  t 
needs. 

Therefore,  tc  :u  mspond  to 
the  needs  of  all  the  individual 
students,  their  different  lifestyles, 
and  to  most  e::ec!.velv  use  the 
residence  hall  facilities  at  L.T.L, 
itufividiiab  vA  if  need  is  in¬ 
dicated.  be  u  wed  to  choose  an 
environment  which  coincides  with 
their  lifestyle.
